Beginning Sept.l, the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout entered its second year as a tobacco- 
free campus. The policy came about last fall 
when students voted against allowing smoking 
and tobacco products on campus in two refer- 
endums sponsored by the Stout Student Asso- 
ciation. The referendum first took place in April 
2009, which was the largest student election 
turnout ever on campus. A year later, the second 
vote took place and passed, causing all tobacco 
use to be banned on any property UW-Stout 
owns or controls. 

According to Executive Director of Commu- 
nications and External Relations. Doug Mell, 
Chancellor Sorenson's position on eveiybody 
who attends UW-Stout, as a student or faculty 
member, that any reasonable person and will 
want to follow the policy. The policy will even- 
tually become ingrained in tlie UW-Stout cul- 



ture. Curi'enlly, there are no official sanctions 
for tobacco use on campus. 

As one of almost 400 colleges and universi- 
ties in the U.S. to be completely tobacco free, 
UW-Stout is the only four-year public univer- 
sity located in Wisconsin that is completely 
tobacco-free. Other schools in the UW-system 
have contacted Mell with inquiries on making 
their campuses tobacco free, but other than the 
University of Wisconsin-Baraboo, no schools 
have made the change thus fm: 

The new policy may benefit the health of 
those on campus. "Second-hand smoke is a 
known carcinogen," said Mell. "We're remov- 
ing a known carcinogen from the breathing 
space of students, faculty and staff." In addi- 
tion. Mell said that the amount of tobacco use 
on campus is decreasing and the policy is work- 
ing better than expected. 

At some point in time, he thinks that every 
school in the UW-system is going to be tobac- 
co-free, becau.se that is the way .society is going.

Two Menomonie residents. Danny LaRose 
and Josh Lueth. are focused on a project to pro- 
vide working bicycles to University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stout students for no charge. Their mission 
began six weeks ago. 

"We were sitting around one day, talking 
about cycling and how weird it is that these 
other cities offer free or at least cheap bikes 
to use, and yet Menomonie still doesn't have 
something like this going." said LaRose. They 
decided to take the initiative to get something 
started. They have completed two bikes so far 
and would like to put them out for others to use 
as soon as possible, given that there is a demand 
for them . 

LaRose and Lueth believe that by building 
and offering bikes that students can use, trav- 
eling around Menomonie will be easier, po- 
tentially boosting the downtown Menomonie 
economy, and helping the environment. 

"Have you ever stood at the crosswalk while 
the bus idles at the light? It's like bottling the 
smog from Los Angeles and throwing it in your 
face," said LaRose. "It's quite disgusting if you 
ask me. Why not do something about it? I like 
the idea of people cycling. It's great exercise 
and a great stress reliever." 

The process begins by looking for scav- 
enged bikes, frames and parts that are usable 
in building a safe bike. When looking for the 
bikes and bike paits, LaRose and Lueth look for 



sometliing that will be comfortable for the aver- 
age person to use. The parts must be compatible 
with the bikes they are building. As the project 
continues to grow, and more people begin to 
ride their bikes on the already crowded side- 
walks on campus, they hope to get bike lanes 
painted on the main streets. 

Eventually, they would like to get UW-Stout 
and the city of Menomonie involved in their 
work. They are looking for volunteers and do- 
nations for the project. For more information 
or to get involved, visit "Free the Bicycles" 
on Facebook or send an e-mail to Freethebi- 
cycles@gmail.com.

Voter ID Bill passed

Earlier this year, Wisconsin legislation 
passed a bill mandating one of the strictest voter 
ID requirements ever, due to take effect before 
the next presidential election. Backers of the 
bill propose that it will decrease voter fraud, 
but opponents quip that it vifill make voting 
more difticult for certain demographics, such 
as college students and out-of-state residents. 

The League of Women Voters (LWV) of 
Wisconsin has prepared a lawsuit that will al- 
lege that this law violates a portion of the U.S. 
Constitution. The Milwaukee Journal Sentinel 
explains that the Constitution does not have 
right-to-vote provisions, but each state constitu- 
tion does. LWV plans to file the suit through the

The 
Menomonie Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehi- 
cles is only open on 
Thursdays and Fri- 
days. Those days are 
often full of school 
and homework for 
busy students. 
For students who don't research what they 
need to do to not only register, but also to vote, 
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they will be unable to do either if they learn 
about these new rules at the polls. If turned 
away on an election day, it will be impossible to 
obtain the necessary documentation. 

So remember students, when you're regis- 
tering you will need a letter of proof of resi- 
dence (like a bill or a tuition statement). Be- 
ginning next year, the following IDs will be 
accepted: a Wisconsin driver's license, state- 
issued ID cards, military IDs, passports, IDs 
issued by Wisconsin-based tribes and certain 
school IDs. 

Oh, and our UW-Stout issued IDs don't 
count since they don't have current addresses 
listed. So, be careful when you register for 
the upcoming elections. Make sure to give 
yourself time to register and jump through 
the loopholes.

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Video Game Recommendations I 'Catherine"

Adult relationships, infidelity and finding 
your place in society are hardly the sort of 
topics you'd expect a video game to tackle. 
This past summer's video game, "Catherine," 
by Japanese developer Team Persona, not only 
does Just that but does it oh-so-well. "Catherine" 
may just be both the best the most unique game 
to come out this year. 

In an industry of first -person shooters, role- 
playing games (RPGs) and action games, 
"Catherine" is an odd beast to describe. The 
phrase "there's nothing like it" is probably the 
most ovemsed cliche to describe a game. For 
a game like "Catherine" though, it really is the 
only way to describe it. The game Is a unique 
blend of Japanese visual novel games, RPGs, 
Japanese dating simulators and. quite oddly, 
platforming, puzzle and action games. There 
really is nothing like it and that is reason enough 
to perk one's curiosity. 

"Catherine" is a mash-up of some of the most 
obscure genres in video games. Beyond the 
excellent gameplay, the game has a story that 
will probably be the major drawing point for 
many gamers. "Catherine" features perhaps one 
of the most mature stories in a video game to 
come out in recent memoiy. The game manages 
to tackle topics like relationships, marriage and 
infidelity without bringing any immature nudity 
or skin service that plagues even some of the 
best of games. 

While "Catherine" touches on some really 
sensitive subject matter, it's the very relatable 
characters, the immersive world and the joy 
of playing Vincent, the main character, that 
really brings the experience to an all-new level. 
The game has you play as Vincent Brooks, a 
2 8 -year- old male with a standard programming 
job who is in a long-term relationship with a girl 
named Katherine (yes spelled with a "K," not 
a "C"). Katherine is the nice but domineering 
girlfriend who is pressuring Vincent to settle 
down and get hitched. As Vincent struggles to 
take the next step and get married, along comes 
another veiy attractive girl named Catherine, 
who begins hitting on him. A drunken night at 
the bar and a meeting with Catherine leads from 
one thing to another, and pretty soon things 
wind up ugly as Vincent wakes up by her the 
next day. 

As Vincent deals with the harsh reality of his 
recent infidelity, he begins experiencing intense 
nightmares that

platforming/action sequences. Every night as 
Vincent goes to bed, he has to climb various 
areas by stacking different blocks and lining 
them up to form a path and make it to the top. 
These segments are quick, intense and can be 
extremely difficult. 

The well-done and addictive nature of 
the gameplay ensures that you retry just one 
more time (over and over again). The game 
does get progressively more difhcult as well, 
keeping the experience fresh. It adds new 
block types, traps and even boss fights where 
huge monsters chase you as you attempt to 
ascend toward your escape. 

The puzzle gameplay is difficult and 
sometimes even frustrating, but it's designed 
so well that you really feel compelled to 
finish each level and gain an awesome sense 
of accomplishment when you do. It's also 
not strange to find yourself going over to the 
game's multiplayer modes. Here, you can 
team up with a friend and either compete or 
cooperate to climb the various towers that the 
game throws at you after you're done with 
the main single-player mode. 

The other half of the game has you play 
as Vincent during the day and leads into 
the more visual, novel/dating sim aspect of 
the experience. Here you control Vincent 
and have various dialogue choices and 
interactions that eventually determine which 
of the game's eight endings you get. Each 
choice affects your karma meter and skews 
a needle toward either pink or blue (chaos or 
order, respectively). The great thing about the 
choices in the game is that they aren't very 
black and white. The game will really have 
you thinking and questioning yourself as you 
dive deep and examine your own morals. 

One of the best things about the game is 
how difficult and complicated these choices 
can be. The game takes the choice element a 
step further by adding in a cell phone texting 
mechanic. Vincent generally spends most 
of his evenings in a bar called the "Stray 
Sheep" where he drinks and passes the 
night away with friends. During his time at 
the bar before bed, Vincent ends up getting 
text messages from either of the two girls. 
Catherine or Katherine. The game lets you 
choose, sentence-by-sentence, how you 
reply to these texts, and these in turn afreet 
your karma meter as well. All of these 
elements make for one hell of an immersive 
experience that really turns you into the 
character you're playing. 

A pressing concern, then, is whether all of 
these different aspects mesh together properly 
or not. "Catherine" features some really 
deep and intense gameplay experiences, 
very different from one another, but it is the 
context of its narrative and story that really 
helps each section flow into and build of the 
other. The result is a very unique and highly 
cohesive experience that will enthrall anyone 
who plays it.

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Finnish Student Becomes a Blue Devil

Antti ICureniiiemi. a freshman at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout, made one of the big- 
gest commutes to come play tbotbail for the 
UW-Stout Blue Devils. Kurenniemi's home- 
town is Tampere, a city of 200,000 people in 
southern Finland. This exchange student, who 
is a mechanical engineering major, is currently 
a comerback for the Blue Devils. 

"Football was the key factor that made me 
want to do my student exchange in the States," 
said Kurenniemi. ''My school [Tampere Uni- 
versity of Applied Sciences] has a student ex- 
change with two schools in the United States. 
Most of my friends wanted to study abroad in 
places like Malaysia. Thailand or Spain, where 
the weather is warm and the beer is cheap," 
Kurenniemi said, thinking about his friends 
from home and how he was the one interest- 
ed in Wisconsin. 'T liked football enough to 
give up drinking beer on the beach. I wanted 
a challenge and I chose fall camp for football 
practice, which is how I came to America... or 
Menomonie, Wisconsin more specifically." 

When asked about Wisconsin's bmtal weath- 
er compared to the climate in Finland. Kuren- 
niemi is positive he can handle the tough winter 
that awaits him. "The weather is very similar- 
and all of the seasons are the same, except sum- 
mers are cooler back home than in Wisconsin," 
said Kurenniemi. 

He got his first inside look at American 
football while watching the 2005 Super Bowl 
between the New England Patriots and Phila- 
delphia Eagles on television. Hockey, which 
Kurenniemi played for 17 years, is a popular 
sport in Finland. He soon realized it was time to 
trade in his hockey stick for football pads. 

"I started playing hockey at a very young 
age, but I didn't feel I was talented at it," Kuren- 
niemi said. Three years ago he decided to give 
football a try and suited up for his hometown 
team, the Tampere Saints. He played for the 
Saints for two years as a running back. "I found 
the game so fascinating," said Kurenniemi. 
"There is a tactical side that is more complex 
than where I was playing hockey. Both sports 
are contact sports, and I enjoy that." 

Kurenniemi began playing as a cornerback, 
after an injury on the defense team called for a 
switch in the Hneup. The Saints were members 
of Finland's top tier of eight teams for two sea- 
sons, but due to injuries the team was dropped 
a couple of competition levels. Kurenniemi 
wanted to keep playing top-tier football and 
traveled 200 miles to his father's hometown to 
continue playing. That's when he began playing 
for the Rajaritarit (Border Knights) from Lap- 
peenranta, Finland. 



"I wanted to keep playing at the top 
level," Kurenniemi said. "There are three 
levels of American football in Finland, and I 
played nine games this past spring and sum- 
mer for the Border Knights before I traveled 
to the United States." 

As a student at Tampere University he ap- 
plied to the study abroad program, and had two 
choices of schools to attend: Bemidji State Uni- 
versity or UW-Stout. "UW-Stout was my first 
choice, and I couldn't be any happier when I 
found out I was assigned to Wisconsin," Kuren- 
niemi said. 

"I got into school first, then pursued the foot- 
ball program," Kurenniemi said. After being 
accepted as a student at UW-Stout, he then con- 
tacted football coach Clayt Birmingham to look 
into becoming a Blue Devil. Although football 
is Kurenniemi's passion, school is his first pri- 
ority. He plans to take some classes in industrial 
management, a few physical education classes 
and some American history classes. 

Kurenniemi is fluent in English. "I am 
pleased with my own progression, but I have a 
lot to learn," Kurenniemi said. "I have learned 
so much that I haven't been able to translate ev- 
erything to the field. The pace of the game is 
faster here, and there is competition for every 
position. Here there is actually a second string, 
third string, fourth string. At home, everyone 
who wants to get in [to the game] does." 

When asked about the season so far, Kuren- 
niemi feels things couldn't be better. "I couldn't 
be more excited about eveiything here so far 1 
get along great with my new teammates and all 
the coaches and eveiybody. I think we have an 
exceptionally good team spirit and I think we 
have a very good team this year. I didn't expect 
to play," Kurenniemi said. "I am just happy 
to get an opportunity to practice. 1 have done 
much better than I expected." 

Look for Antti Kurenniemi and the rest of 
the Blue Devils out on the field this Saturday at 
Jamestown College.

Stout Student Association Shident Body 
Prei,ideiit Neal PeTer^on said. "If you are on a 
bike, you can lide on the city sti'eets in any area 
in the city. You can ride bicycles on the sideivalk 
thi'oughout the city except for the as^eas defined 
by the city ordinance. Rollerblades, longboai'dt; 
and skateboards ai"e restiicted to the sidewalk." 

This new ordhiance can create a lot of prob- 
lems for students who use longboards or bi- 
cycles as their primary mode of tran?.portatiou 
when it's wami out.

On Sept. 12, the Uni^'ersity of Wisconsin- 
Stout theater and speech professor Jiin Miller 
put a poster up of a chai^acter with a quote fi^om 
the 2002 Ameiicaii sci-fi TV series. "Firefly." 
Miller was later contaetcd by UW-Stout Chief 
of Police Lisa Waiter "via email, letting Miller 
know that the postei' had been taken down due 
to its "implied threat of violence." According ta 
the Foundation for Individual Rights in Educa- 
tion (FIRE), in a series of published emails be- 
tv-^een Miller and Waltei; Walter then tlu^eaitend 
criminal charges against Miller. "If you choose 



to repost the article or somethiug similar to it. it 
will be removed and you could face charges of 
disorderly conduct, " Walter wi ote. 

"The fii^st postei" is actually the opposite of a 
threat if you know its eontcKt, and the second 
poster i.s obviousty Miller feeling threatened 
hiin.self, not issuing a threat," said UW-Stout 
professor Tim SliisU. author of "Campus Hate 
Speech on Trial." 

Four days after his poster was censored by 
the UW-Stout Police, Miller put up another 
poster on his door wliich read: "Warning: Fas- 
cism. Fastiism can cause blunt head h-aunia and^ 
or violent death. Keep fascism away £:om chil- 
di'en and pets." 



Another four days later. Miller's poster was 
again taken down by Walter, this time because it 
■■depicted violence and mentioned violence and 
dearti." and tliat the poster may "be constituted 
as a threat." 

After the second postCT was removed. Col- 
leae of Arts, Humanities and Social Sciences 
Interim Dean Raymond Hayes scheduled a 
meeting with Miller. The meeting was later can- 
celled. "It sounded like a sisspeusion was go- 
ing to happen at the cancelled meeting with the 
Dean," Miller said, 

"T never had any intent to start a media cii^- 
cus with First Amendment rights." Miller said. 
He has received approximately 24 to 30 eiuails 
fi-om a broad spectram of people across the 
country wanting to comment on the situation. 

'T have a robust idea of h'eedom of speech." 
said Miller. "What I did is absolutely pratected,'' 

"But with or without the doctrine, the univer- 
sity's actions are so far beyond the pale of what 
is const itutionally permissible. Evety lawyer 
in Wisconsin nuist be licking liis chops for the 
chance to bring a Section 19&3 action against 
these clowns." said the Vi^sconsLn Law Journal. 

According to Miller, there are three steps that 
may be necessaiy to solve this situation. The 
fii'st step took place when FIRE wrote a letter on 
Miller's behalf to Cliancellor Sorensen. Tlie let- 
ter expressed that the actions of the University 
wei% unacceptable and another course of action 
should be taken. 

On Sept. 27, after this initial letter. Chan- 
cellor Sorensen, Provost Julie Fui'st-Bowe and 
Vice Chaucellor Ed Nieskes sent out an email 
stating, "The posters in question constituted an 
implied threat of violence." A publicity cam- 
paign, phase two, then went into effect. 

"We ai^e here now,'" Miller said. 

The third phase is liti- 
gation. Miller said that 
this phase would take ef- 
fect if school o£6.cials try 
to buckle down and don't 
do something about what 
happened. "A real hit to 
your pocket book should 
inspire you to rethink." 
said Millei: "If it came 
to litigation, I wouldn't 
liave trouble finding a 
lawyer. Lawyers ai^e vy- 
ing for my case. An aw- 
tul lot of lawyers have 
phoned in." 

When asked if Miller 
believes this situatioo 
was motivated by con- 
cern or by an attempt to 
exhibit powei', he said 
that, "Evidence for con- 
cern seems to be awfiilly 
tliiri. It doesn't seem 
there is a sincere behef 
of thr eat on their behalf. 
It sounds like we have to 



show [I'm] a threat. We're already committed to 
getting [me] for something.'" 

On Oct. 4, Chancellor Sorensen, Furst-Bowe 
and Nieskes sent out an email that stated. "UW- 
Stout has reconsidei'ed its decision to remove 
the two posters fi^om outside the pi^ofessor's 
office, meaning he can display them if he so 
chooses. The administration also is reviewing 
its procedures for handling these kinds of cases, 
and a new protocol is being developed in the 
hopes that a similar situation can be avoided in 
the future. Furthermore, the UW-Stout Center 
for Applied Ethics will schedule workshops 
and''or foiTims during this academic year on 
Fh'st Amendment lights and responsibihties in 
higher education." 

After the latest development, Millei- said, 
"There are many tlungs in the Chancellor's 
new memo, but I'm not really sui'e there was 
an apology in thei^e, either to me individually 
or to the campus canmiunity; an offense against 
one is an offense against all. The suggestion that 
the Etliics Center should educate us all about 
free speech is a good start, provided that it is the 
offending officers and administrators vi^ho get 
most of the educathig." 

hi the end. Miller just wants an agreement to 
tiie temis asked for by FIRE. He doesn't want 
any retaUation or any I'efcrfiicc suggesting he 
ever committed or got off of a crime. He wants 
UW-Stout to say they are in eiTor, acknowledge 
that eiTor as fai' as they accused him of making 
an eiior. and he also wants a promise that the 
university will never make that mistake again. 

"I'd like to see everyone on campus see ro- 
biEst, free expression is expected her'e," said 
Miller. "There is a world of as yet miexpi'essed 
expression waiting for me and my office door, 
and the day is young."

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Storandt walks Dixon in trial

Ths week of Uameconiing is usually one of 
anTtcipation. a time that studect? look fonvard 
to eveiy year. Unfortunately, that may have not 
been the ca5e for 5ome people tlii? year. Tlie 
week of Sept. 25 tlii'augli the 29 was the week 
for the trial of the State of Wisconsin vs. Isaac 
Storandt ease. Storandt is^ now an alumnus of 
the University of Wisconsin- Stout and was fac- 
ing these pending felonies prior to the trial: Ho- 
micide by Intoxicated Use of Veiiicte. Homicide 
by Use of Vehicle with Pfohibited Alcohol Con- 
centi'ation (PAC) -and Homicide by Negligent 
Operation/V ihic le. 

These charges were brought against Stor- 
nadt after he hit Michael Dixon with his car 
on March 12., 2010 at 12:21 a.m. Prior to the 
incident, DiKon was a student at UW-Stoui and 
a member of the ECappa Lambda Bet^ Aatemi- 
ty with intentions of graduating the following 
May. The hial left many stiidents in dismay, 

"It opened up old wounds," said Dustin 
Arnes, a member of the Kappa Lambda 
Beta fraternity. "The only t hin g to do is 
keep on living." 

"It's hard to believe it's taken a year-and-a- 
hali for the tiial to take place."'' said Dixon's 
fiiend, Brittany Armstrong. 



Dixon was struck by Storandt's car as he was 
cros5ing tlie intersection of Soutli Broadway 
and 13tL Ave. West in Menomonie. Storandt 
had a blood alcohol level of approximately .12, 
compai'ed to the legal limit for driving of .OS. 
Storandt was leaving a house paity with a fiiend 
and turned onto Broadway horn 13th Ave. 
South. Storandt stated iii coiut that he did see 
Dixon and two of his fiiends crossing the street: 
however, instead of braking, he chose to switch 
lanes in an attempt to avoid hit- 
ting the pedests'ians. After Dixon 
was struck by the car. Storandt 
fied. latei' rettimiEg to the scene. 

'■Although Michael had con- 
sumed alcohol that evening, he 
made the responsible choice 
to walk rather than get behind 
the wheel of a cai^ and commit 
a crime,'' said Dixon'? mother, 
Lori Drson. Shortly after the ac- 
cident, Dhton was brought to Lu- 
ther Midelfoit Hospital, where it 
was discovered that he had suf- 
fered multiple injmies fi"om the 
accident. Unexpectedly, be was 
only conscious for four days. 
On day 1 1 of his hospitalization 
(March 21). Dixon died as a re- 
sult of liis injuries. 



On the evening of Thursday. Sept. 29, the 
jury found Storandt not guilty, acquitting 
him of all charges. 

'T can't believe he didn't receive any 
punishment." said UW-Stout student Greta 
Davis. As a result of the jury's decision, 
Dixon's mother released a statement to the 
press, part of which is shown below: 

""...It is also our hope and prayer this 
trial will bring much needed conversation 



regarding Wisconsin pedestrian versus ve- 
hicle laws to the attention of state decision- 
makers and affect fiitiire change so no other 
family will have to endure this type of trag- 
edy: whereas if a driver sees a pedestrian 
with ample time to stop, they are required 
to do so, and not just switch lanes and tiy to 
sweive arouad them...'' 

Attempts to contact Storandt for comment 
were unsuccessful.

Walking 

Red Cedar State Trail 
Directions; The depot building/visitor center 
along Highway 29 on the west side of Meno- 
monie serves as the northern trailhead for the 
Red Cedar State Trail. Parking and trail passes 
are available. 



Attraction: The 14.5-raile trail is great for a lei- 
surely stroll on. what was once a railroad bed. 

Mound Hill Park 
Where: Elk Mound 

Directions: N435 HoUy Avrame, ElkMound, Wis. 
Attraction: The park offers a scenic panoramic 
view of Elk Mound and the surrounding area as 
it is one of the highest points in Dunn County. 
The castle at the top of the hill was originally 
built to be used as an observation tower. 

Hoffman Hilh Stale Recreation Ajva 
Directions: 10 miles northeast of Menomonie off 
of County Road E. 

Attraction: This is a great trail for bikers of all es.- 
perieneelevels, with miles of hiking trails. The 60- 
foot observatory tower at &e top of the hill is one of 
the highest peaks in Dunn County that lends one of 
the best views. Don't miss this time of year to visit 
Ho£f:iian Hills , and bring yo\ir camera . 

Devil's Punch Bawl 
Directions: Go west on Higliway 29, across the 
Red Cedar River, turn lefl onto County Road P, go 
fof a couple of hundred yards, dien turn left onto 
Paradise Valley Road for 1.8- miles —it will be on 
the left. 

What: The Devil's Punch Bowl is a year-round 
spectacle. This miniature cannon has a small wa-

Artractioni The road winds south from Meno- 
monie through the bluffs of the Red Cedar 
River for 5.3 miles. This road will eventually 
lead you to the Devil's Punchbowl Scientific 
Study Area. 

Biking 

Logger 's Loop 
Difficulty: Easy 
Distance: 2 miles 

Attraction: This trail circles the city of Meno- 
monie offering safe city riding as well as scenic 
sights on the edge of town. 

Twister Trait 
Difficulty: Easy 
Distance: 40 miles 

Attraction: Twister Trail is an enjoyable route 
through the village of Colfax.. It begins at the 
Northern edge of Menomonie. 



Gypsy Hill Run 
Difficulty: Challenging 
Distance: 32 miles 

Attraction: If you are up for more of a chal- 
lenge, ride Gypsy Hill Run. This route is 
similar to what a pro racer would attempt. The 
Namre Valley Grand Prix pro bicyclists ride a 
similar route in Dimn County for the last leg 
of the race.

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UW-Stout senior's paintings exhibited at The Raw Deal

Ir is rare lo find, particuliirly at the coUeoe 
level, an artist i^ ho will base his or her artwork 
solely on surrealist inspiration the way that 
Samua] Weinberg has done. 

Beginning Friday, Oct. 7, The Raw Deal ■will 
play host to a month-long art exhibit featuring 
Weinberg's siiireaJist paintings, with a reception 
from 7 to 10 p.m. maiiing the start of the e\'ent. 

Mention a name ss famous as Sah'ador Dali, 
especially ajnong a group of artistically in- 
clined individuals, and it is almost guaranteed 
that bizarre images of melting clocks or long- 
legged elephants will emerge within people's 
minds. Paintings by Ditli portray key concepts, 
such as the element of surprise or dreamlike 
qualities, which surfaced in large quantities 
across the world during the 1920s- a cultural 
movement known as Surrealism. Surrealism, 
meant to play with the mind and force the view- 
ers to really think ahout what they are seeing, 
is still present in sonic forms of art today but is 
usually blended with other types of inspiration 
specific to each individual. 

Weinberg, a University of Wisconsin-Stout 
senior majoring in studio art with a concen- 
tration in painting, conveyed that numerous 
surrealist artists have had significant influ- 
ences on his artwork, adding that his paintings 
could be classified as "modem interpretations 



of surrealism." However, a specific painter 
from the early days of the movement has been 
dubbed the almighty mtise of Samual's work: 
Giorgio de Chirico. 

""Before surrealism, there was metaphysical 
painting, which was founded by Giorgio de 
Chirico - a Greek/Italian painter - and surre- 
alism was really influenced by his paintings." 
said Weinberg. "I'm more influenced by [de 
Chirico]"s paintings tliaa [by] what all the sur- 
realists did. I got really interested in how he 
used shadows and he made a space that is real- 
istic but also a dreamlike place." 

Weinberg also named Salvador Dali, Rene 
Magritte, Joan Miro and Tyanan Ken with 
Andrew Mazorol (two current artists in Min- 
neapolis whom he really looks up to) as other 
note^'orthy catalysts for his paintings . 

It was through word of mouth that Weinberg 
was honored with his show at The Raw Deal. 
Weinberg explained that, normally, artists w-ill 
choose locations the}' would like their work Co 
be showcased, then send a portfolio to those 
places to be reviewed in hopes that they will be 
selected for the space. 

"I was pla nnin g on asking them if 1 could 
show my work there," said Weinberg, "It's a 
great space. But my friend mentioned to Hope 
[an employee at The Raw Deal]. ..that I was 
making these kinds of paintings, and she con- 
tacted me and asked if I would hke to show 
them." 



The exhibit at The Raw Deal should be an ex- 
citing event for all in attendance, but most impor- 
tantly for Weinberg. Having painted diligently 
on new pieces since his return this July from a 
semester spent abroad, Weinberg is finally ready 
to let others view what he has beeu working 
for these past few months. 

"People should come see ray paintings^ 
Weinberg. "There's definitely nobody at 
school doing anything like me. I thiLik 
pretty interesting take on what Tm trying to do' 
The paintings are kind of about themselves, bu' 
I think painting should be ahotit making people r, 
think. If somebody's standing in front of a paint- 
ing and wants to stand there and actaally take the 
time to look at it, 1 iliink my paintings are go- 
ing to do that [make people think]. They 're pretty 
strong. . . I worked hard on them; IH like people 
to see them for sure." 

Samiial is very grateful that The Raw^ 
providing space for his paintings, and he eat 
ages people to attend. 

"The opening should be fun," said 
"Raw Deal is an incredible place; 
haven't beeu there, tbey should dcfi: 
check it out.''

New system available 
to pay tuition

As the last of the leaves are starting to fall on 
the University of Wisconsin - Stout campus, 
students are preparing not oniy for fall but also 
paying for tuition. This year. UW-Stout has a 
new way for students to pay their tuition online. 

UW-Stout has implemented the Secure 
Vault Payments (SVP) method, which allows 
students and/or their parents to pay tuition on- 
line without providing any of their financial in- 
formation to the university, such as credit card, 
savings or checking account information. SVP 
uses a consumer online bank account at U.S. 
Bank or any SVP-enabled financial institution. 
UW-Stout is the first school in the Midwest to 
use this method. 

The SVP system is provided by eWise, the elec- 
tronic banking association that is the exclusive net- 
work provider tor SVP, according to the U.S. Bank 
news release. 

Director of Student Business Services Rick Ol- 
son said,"'Thebiggest reason that we chose SVP is 
because the chancellor wanted us to find an easier, 
inexpensive way tor students to make payments." 

Angela Marsh, who works for U.S. Bank, 
said, "We believe there is a distinct purpose 
and benefit using SVP over other methods. For 
example, if students pay without SVP, there is 
a fee for using a credit card. This was really a 
driving force for us. and we felt that before this 
was an unmet need compared to other payment 
options out there." 

U.S. Bank is one of the first large banks to 



offer SVP. 

"We've found that a portion of the popula- 
tion prefers to pay bills online, and a portion 
prefer paying online over going to pay another 
way," Marsh said. 

To use SVP, students first log into Access 
Stout, go to make a payment, and provided is 
a list of banks. If the student's bank is on that 
list, SVP will direct them to their bank's web- 
site, where students will log in and initiate the 
payment from there. Students will then be tak- 
en back to the UW-Stout website for confirma- 
tion. No bank information will be on the uni- 
versity's website anymore. For students whose 
bank is not an option on the list, they still have 
to make a payment the old —fashioned way. 

"Students should talk to their bank. There 
are new banks coming online all the time," Ol- 
son said. "If their bank isn't listed, they cannot 
use it right now. The banks have to sign up with 
eWise and as more banks get signed on, they 
seem pretty receptive to the system." 

SVP provides UW-Stout with guaranteed 
payments and access to funds the next business 
day. according to the U.S. Bank news release. 

UW-Stout will soon find out how well the 
system is working once 100 percent of the fall 
tuition is paid. 

According to the U.S. Bank news release, the 
Stout Business Services staff received positive 
feedback from students and parents who have 
already used SVP. Students and parents said 
they liked using SVP because they were able to 
pay directly from their own bank account and 
there were no convenience fees charged

The UW System as a whole is sharing a total 
of between $65.7 million and $113.2 million in 
budget cuts. Between $2.52 million and $4.35 
million are being cut from the UW-Stout bud- 
get, on top of a cut of around $8 million in the 
2011-13 budget. 

"It is hard to understand why the admin- 
istration would choose to impose such a 
large cut on the UW System," Chancellor 



Charles W. Sorensen said in a news release 
issued by UW-Stout. 

According to Sorensen, the budget cuts 
will have serious effects on the university. 
"The governor has said repeatedly that he 
wants to help create good paying jobs in 
Wisconsin, and public higher education 
has to be a key partner in that effort. But 
all we seem to get are cuts after cuts after 
cuts," said Sorensen. 

A letter from DOA Secretary Mike 
Huebsch stated that "high-priority pro- 



grams" were excluded from any budget 
lapse. These programs Included aid for 
K-12 schools, higher education financial 
aid, technical college aid, certain cor- 
rectional programs, medical assistance 
and others. 

"It is hard to fathom why higher educa- 
tion in Wisconsin is not a high-priority 
program," Sorensen said. "How are we go- 
ing to significantly improve our economy 
in the state without a healthy UW System?" 

"I don't want to think about what that 



says about our priorities in Wisconsin," 
Sorensen said. 

The university ordered a hiring freeze 
until at least Dec. 1 while alternatives 
are created to address the additional cuts. 
State agencies have until Monday. Nov. 7 
to submit their plans to the DOA on how 
they will handle the additional cuts. 

"We will do everything possible to pro- 
tect the educational quality at UW-Stout," 
said Executive Director of Communica- 
tions and External Relations Doug Mell. 



Scamming students

Students should be well aware of potential 
scams around campus, which can be both iden- 
tified and avoided. On Oct. 10, an unidentified 
male suspect was reported in both Wigen and 
Fleming-Hovlid residence halls. The suspect 
was selling fraudulent magazine subscriptions, 
stating that he was not only a student but also 
trying to win a trip to Cancun for Spring Break. 

The police reports state that the student re- 
ceived both cash and checks, some of which 
was up to $100 from each student. They are 
unsure of how much money he managed to ac- 
quire. The suspect did not leave students any 
receipts or contact information, simply disap- 
pearing in a rush after attaining the money. 

After one student confronted him, the sus- 
pect fled. Shortly after, the hall directors from 
both buildings sent emails to their residents. 
More cases were subsequently reported. 

In one case, the suspect told a student that 
they could send magazine subscriptions to 
children's hospitals. He told the student that 
the hospital would send a thank you note for 
her generous donation. 

These scams can be both in-person and on- 
line. Point blank, if someone is selling door- 
to-door inside the residence halls, it's a scam. 
Vendors need specific permission from the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout to sell or pro- 
mote any products on campus. If they don't 
leave you a receipt after you give them money, 
it's probably a scam. 

Many scam emails have blatant spell- 
ing and grammatical errors, making them 
easy to detect. If you think that you have 
been scammed on campus, report it to the 
campus police by calling 715-232-2222, or 
email police@uwstout.edu.

Incident Report Team 
and we have an online 
reporting form." 

The Bias Incident 
Team is a response team 
of individuals who try to 
act quickly on bias in- 
cidents, and the online 
reporting form makes 
it easier for them. In 
addition. The LGBT 
Program Office at UW- 
Stout has helped to make 
the campus friendlier, 
ensuring a place for stu- 
dents to seek guidance. 

"This program is for 
folks who want to learn 
about LGBT issues or 
learn about supporting 
those with these issues," 
said Miller. 

Along with student 
support, the LGBT Pro- 
gram Office and other 
co-sponsors have been 
coordinating the month- 
long events in October 
to celebrate awareness.

What started out as a Jeter to @ congress 
woman quickly turned into a school-wide pro- 
test, On Thursday, Oct. 27, students gathered 
in front of the University of Wiseonsin ~ Stout 
library to protest recent hadget cuts far UW 
System schools. The protest developed into 
‘The High Priority Student Walkout 

Lakayana Drury, a senior, eame up with the 
idea for the walkout two weeks ago after he 
had written a letter to Congresswoman Sheila 
Harsdorf regarding the budget cuts. Soon afte, 
the idea for a walkout turned into a possibil- 
ity, starting with a Facebook group and then 
turning into more than 800 Byers passed out to 
students and faculty. The slogan for the rally 
was: Weare the seven percent. We ae the low= 
Priority, Let's ehange that 

‘The Department of Administration has im- 
posed a budget eut for UW System schools 
amounting to nearly SUL3 million; this is on 
top of a $250 million budget cut from last year, 
acconding to the Stout News Release. UW 
tems account for seven percent ofthe state bud- 
get, and 38 percent of the new budget cut was 
applied to UW System schools 

“The buulget cut gave un already tight school 
system an even tighter grip,” said Drury. “This 
is going to cause salaries of teachers to go 
down and tuition for students to go up. We, as 
1 school, filed to make the high priority list: 

"The protest occurred from 2-5 pm. and 
started at the library, but as the day went on, 
the group decided to march through UW-Stout 
buildings including Jarvis, Heritage, Micheels 
and Harvey Halls. Drury said students were 
surprised by the procession and teachers came 
fut of their offices to cheer them on, offering 
thumbs-up and applause. 

Drury said, "As the beginning of a new 
‘movement of social activism on campus, our 
protest mirrored the start of the Wall Street 
protests in which a small number of individuals 
inspired others to join the cause and spurred 
bystanders to action, 

“The protest went very well. It gota lot of 
media altention, Around 20 people showed 
up, and the next step is to make more students 
aware about the imposed budget cuts in the 
UW System,” said sophomore Danny Jay, wha 
attended the protest.

‘These are the opening remarks of Chan- 
cellar ‘Sorensen’s opinion piece “Taverns 
promote college students’ alcohol bingeing,” 
whieh was featured in the Leader Telegram in 
October 2009. As the ttle suggests, Sorensen 
blamed much of the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout's binge drinking culture on taverns that 
offer cheap alcoholic beverages. The article 
concludes with a ple to tavern owners to re- 
cnsider their role in advocating responsible 
drinking habits 

‘Unfortunately, things were about to take a 
turn for the worse 

‘On March 23, 2010, Michael Dixon became 
the sixth UW-Stout student to die from an al- 
cohol-related incident in two years. That was 
it Sorensen had had enough, 

I was March 30, 2010 when Sorensen 
penned a memo tothe entire campusthat would 
arguably change UW-Stout's drinking culture 
for good. Fed from sheer disappointment and 
tutrage, Sorensen announced a slew of new 
policies: scheduling of Friday classes would 
increase in order to deter “Thirsty Thursday,”

students facing alcohol-related offenses would 
be dealt with more harshly (including possible 
expulsion) and UW-Stout police would work 
‘more closely with the Menomonie Police De- 
partment in busting off-campus parties (con- 
sidered a haven for underage drinking and ex: 
cessive alcohol abuse). 

‘To the student body, these new policies went 
too far. In fact, I wrote a leter to the chancel- 
lor in the hopes of persuading hie not to turn 
Menomonie into a “police state” This letter 
is largely responsible for my career with the 
Stoutonia. Looking back at the past two years, 
however, I must admit that Sorensen has done & 
surprisingly good jab of accomplishing his pri- 
mary goal of reducing excessive aleabol abuse 

‘Things are different than they were wo 
years ago. I remember when crowds of drunks 
tused to roam the streets of Menomonie on 
‘Thursday, Friday and Saturday nights. It was 
‘normal and tolerated. Now, however, it seems

Sorensen had a difficult time addressing 
current students (atthe time of his memo) but 
realized that the best way to actuate change 
‘was to concentrate on the freshmen and in- 
coming students, In UW-Stout's publication 
“Life @ Stout." page 9 clearly defines what 
the university expects ofits students in re- 
gard to alcohol consumption; “UW-Stout 


takes an aggressive approach to underage 
[sic] drinking and alcohol abuse, There will 
be financial and educational consequences 
for students who violate aleobol policies.” 
Pretty straightforward.

Stout is also requiring freshmen to take sel 
assessments of their alcohol consumption 
prior to registering for classes the following 
semester [si overkill?

Obama Student Loan Plan

Jn an attempt 10 simultaneously spur the 
economy, boost poll numbers and relieve 
Students” suffering from large student loan 
payments, President Obama is accelerating 
a law passed by Congress last year that will 
Tower the maximum required payment on 
student loans from 15 percent of anual dis- 
éretionary income «10 percent. In addition, 
any remaining debt would be forgiven after 
20 years. The law will o into effect starting 
feat year, instead of waiting until 2014, as 
‘vas originally planned, 

‘Obama also announced that borrowers who 
have both a loan from the Federal Family Ed- 
uation Loan Program (FFELP) and a ditect 
loan from the government will be allowed to 
consolidate at an intrest rate of up to a balf 
percentage point less. The consolidation plan 
will yield less significant results but will still 
affect approximately 5.8 million borrowers.

Only loans granted by the government are 
cligibe. Private loans, such a those taken out 
boy students who have surpassed the amount 
they are allowed to borrow from the govern- 
ment, will nt be affected, Unfortunately. bor- 
rowers stuck with private loans from banks 
also typically have to pay higher intrest rates. 

“According othe Education Department, the 
‘ncome-hased repayment plan will nly 
to borrowers who not only take outa Hoan in 


2012 or later, but also took out a loan sometime 
‘between 2008 and 2012, These specifications 
considerably narrow the plan's scope. 

Moderate results 

Realistically, Obama's plan may be more 
political than practical, but I must applaud 
him for bringing light to the issue, The sta- 
dent loan statisties are appalling; there must 
be a better system. But the real question is 
whether or not we want to deal with the 
Current amount of debt from student loans 
fo Work to decrease that amount for future 
generations. Personally, I believe we need 
to curb tuition for future students, 

Unfortunately, with schools Tike the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout becoming 
microcosm of frivolous government spend- 
ing, tuition rates aren't likely to decrease 
anytime soon, Someone needs to get the 
message acrass that just because we have 
the money doesn't mean that we need to 
spend it

We need to refocus our society on educa- 
tion and, more specifically, the value of that 
education. Can we trim the budget while 
maintaining a high level of education? May 
be you should ask Chancellor Sorensen how 
much we spent on a clock tower that doesn’t 
ven display the same time on all four sides.

Do you enjoy drawing the human form? 
‘Open Life Drawing sessions happen Tuesday 
evenings from 7 10 10 pam. in Michels Hall 
oom 287. The sessions are provided by the Ap- 
plied Arts Department and run by Amy Fichte 
a drawing teacher specific to Life: Drawing, 
and allow students to practice 
Sketching via a series of short 
proses and long poses from a 
live, nude model 
“The sessions are informal 


in the sense that there is na of- 
ficial teaching happening, as in 
a typical Life Drawing clas. 
said Fichter, “The artists work 
on their own, [and] it's also 

‘open far artists to come and go 

as they ned, If artists need to 

‘come late or leave early, they 

simply do so quietly, letting the 

fthers in the group continue 

‘with their work 

‘These drawing sessions are not strictly for 
art and designs students. In fact, they are not 
even strictly for University of Wisconsin- 
Stout students, 

“The sessions are open tothe public, and all 
students are welcome,” said Fichter. “Anyone 
fiom the community may participate. We would 
love ta have more peopl jin the sessions. It's 
‘welcoming envionment for people to come and 
dra and learn.” 

Although the sessions are not critiques, Fich= 

that if people want feedback om theit 
drawings, all they need to dois ask 

[The Sessions] are ist and foremost time to 
work fiom a model, which ean be difficult and 
expensive to Set up on your own,” suid Fichter. 
This is also a great way to be part of a com- 
‘munity of artists, to participate in a common 
activity and to get feedback from other artist.” 

Fichter said that viewing a live model 
sives the artists the hest way to Team both 
‘male and female human figures. The ses- 
sions alternate every other week between a 
male and female model. 

“The model poses facing all diferent dite 
tions, so artists get a 360 degree feel for the 
model during the session,” said Fichter. “Art- 
ists can even walk around the modeling stand to 
‘understand a pose from all angles, live model 
als gives artists movement; even when a mod- 
cl is holding a pose for half an hour or more, he 


‘or she is still breathing, expanding and contract- 
ing the ribcage with every breath, 

Fichter, who has been teaching Life Drawing 
courses at UW-Stout since fall 2003, said that 
she brings “a particularly anatomical focus to 
the Life Drawing courses at Stout, stressing the 
importance of lesring how to draw the human 
form from the inde out.” While these tactics 
are not taught during the sessions, this method

The recall Scott Walker petition i in its 
fourth week. Protesters have 60 days to eol- 
lect the $40,028 individual signatures requised 
to have the recall added to next year's ballot 
Right now, according to United Wisconsin, 
Scott Walker opponents have collected more 
than 300,000 signatures within the frst 12 
days. But hiss just the beginning, as they aim 
toamass over 700,000 signatures in total 

Recalls are tricky business. Aecording tothe 
National Public Radio, only 21 state legislators 
have ever faced recalls previously in U.S. his- 
tory, and only 13 attempts were successful. Yet 
this year alone, 11 lawmakers are being forced 
to defend their position, Scott Walker being 
among them. 

With highly polarized public opinion, small 
businesses attempting to remain neutral and 
ost municipalities prohibiting politial acti 
ism, many unpaid volunteers rust take to the 


icy sidewalks of Menomonie and other cities 
to gather these 
different locations in Menomonie alone that 
have official recall forms, one being the public 
library. However, Scott Walker supported by 
rllions in carporate money: 

Walker as repeatedly stated that the majori- 
ty of his opponents are from outside of Wiscon- 
sin. Thisstarted during the protests in Madison 
carer this year, yet Poltfact, a trusted source 
for information on politicians from every sate, 
reports this elaim as false, “The vast majority 
of people protesting are from here,” said Joel 
DeSpain, an officer forthe Madison Police De- 
partment. “They are from Wisconsin and even 
‘more from Dane County” 

‘Only Wisconsin residents will beubletosign 
the recall, meaning that the signitures are also 
‘mostly from Wisconsin, This doesn’t mean all

Many 
ofthese reports were proven false, Fox News 
used footage from protests outside Wisconsin, 
footage with palm trees in the middle of wine 
ter to back theie claims. Real footage from the 
‘event shows students and teachers singing, idly 
chatting and carrying signs. What does this 
man forthe recall efforts, and what bas these 
protesters so fired up?

‘This isnot implying thatthe majority of eol- 
lege students oppose Walker, but that they are 
more likely to be following the events of the 
recall. For now, the recall volunteers in Meno- 
monic stand guard on the icy sidewalks with 
efforts to gain signatures at stop lights from 
people driving home.

‘But instead of that happening and the movie 
ending, something goes wrong and an evi 
dark overlord takes over the body of a scien- 
tist played by JelTrey Jones (“Ferris Bueller's 
Day Off" “Bectlejuice”), and speaks in an 
annoying. raspy, evil voice for the 
next 45 minutes ofthe movie. So, it's 
up to everyone's favorite midget ina 
ddack costume to save the universe. 

Last October I reviewed “The 
Room,” which was a horrible

The 
movie doesn’t know what it wants 
to be.

On January 17, 2012, as the Scott Walker 
recall effort reached its final days, United 
Wisconsin representatives toted thousands of 
boxes filed with over one million signatu 
This effort made the Wisconsin recall the lar 
est in United States history, which isnt fantas- 
tic, considering only two governors have ever 
been recalled, I's stil the frst time a governor 
in Wisconsin has been up for recall, however. 

one of the most polarizing 
issues the state and students atthe University 
fof Wisconsin-Stout should also watch closely 
Walker has sid thatthe new tuition reciproc- 
‘ty agreement with Wisconsin and Minnesota 
makes college more “affordable” for Wiscon- 
dents. According to the Pulitzer Prize 
winning site Politi-Fact, this is a “Pants-on- 
Fire" lie. Since tuition is steadily rising each 
year, as each student can attest, college clearly 
fsn't more affordable, 

"There were four recall posts in our little city 
of Menomonie, where volunteers braved the 
icy streets bearing signs and eagerly answering 
questions, Although the amount of signatures 
fs well above the $40,208 needed for action, a

Most who signed the recall may not vote in

Tailor your resume and cover letter for

What 
you need to do is match your qualifications 
‘with those required by the position, Don’t 
stretch the truth, but consider carefully how

Be specific with your qualifications and try 
tose quantitative data over qualitative data 
For example, instead of me stating that lama a 
“superb communicator and excellent writer” I 
‘would want to state that 've “helped develop 
more than twenty isues of the Stoutonia and 
have written one or more articles per publica- 
tion.” By making quantitative statements, you 
gain leverage over applicants that are broader 
in their assertions 

Understand the importance of conciseness 

Imagine that you're the one doing the hiring 
and you have stack of resumes on your desk 
are you going to slowly inspect each eandi- 
ddate's resume, or are you going to quickly 
‘narrow the list dowa tothe few that you want 
toend up interviewing? In atypical situation,

Because of a companys usual propensity to 
slash-and-burn through piles of resumes, you 
‘want to get your point across quickly, namely 
that you're qualified and want an interview 
‘Todo so, don't include information on your 
resume that doesn’t pertain ta the position 
you're applying to. More importantly, keep 
‘your cover letter short and to the point, Lit 
‘meanders fram topic to topic, you may lose 
the hiring managers attention 

Don't lic, but be confident and aggressive 

Applying for internships often leads to the 
inevitable: rejection. Despite the downturn

find and obtain, Because ofthis, each cover 
letter you send should be exquisitely crafted 
to the point where an employer would feel 
excited to have you join the company. Again, 
‘you don't want to stretch the truth, but you

‘on what you can do for them, as opposed to 
‘what they ean da for you

Mayor Knaack also stated that he was “con- 
cere that college students aren't going down- 
town to the bars as much anymore and instead 
are having house parties" This comment 
ceived a gasp from the lady siting next to me, 
bout | thought his point was sound: if you can’t 
stop people from drinking, you might as well 
have them in a controlled environment. 

Dennis Kropp's approach was much more 
authoritarian, His plan involved sending police 
officers into the bars to search for underage 
drinkers. Personally, find it annoying and in- 
trusive when police officers are sent into bars 
to wade through the crowds in search of un- 
dderagers. The end result is more money spent 
‘onan ineffective method of enforcement; these 


officers should be out on the streets where the 
actual problems occur, 

Kopp also said that the drink specials and 
happy hours bother him. “We have enough 
bars downtown,” he added in rebuttal 

If were mayor, I would (choose to) combine 
Mayor Knaack’s logic with Solbers's proposed 
solution, “Ihave a big problem with the under 
age drinkers getting into the bars with fake 
Is," said Solberg.

Businesses face devastating conse- 
quences if charged with serving an underage 
drinker, including a possible short-term sus- 
pension oftheir liquor license. Solberg believes 
that this needs to be balanced out sit isa't fair

“We need to continue to study it and work 
with all of the agencies.” said Smith on the 
‘opie of alcohol. “I am not opposed to aleobol 
consumption, but lam opposed to irresponst- 
Iie aleobol consumption, Iam opposed to bars

Collegiate running isa truc test of self. Dur- 
Jing the heat of racing the only thing that matters 
between the start and finish line the runner and 
the mental battle toneverslow down. But, what 
these runners were fighting another battle? Most 
of them are, including University of Wisconsin- 
‘Stout freshman MaeKenzie“Mac™ Koss. 

‘This spunky young brunette sipped her w 
ter bottle labeled “Mac-Attack” as she sat in 
her dorm room and described her battle with 


anemia, a form of iron deficiency. Koss is one 
of 14 UW-Stout cross-country giels who had 
their iron tested ths fall, All had sub-optimal 
irom level, and about 60 percent were irom def- 
cent; Koss wat the lowest of all he teammates 

Koss learned about her iron deficiency 

UUW-Stout's proactive initiative to test 
the female cross-country team, 
think any proactive step, whether it is 
acted upon by those hearing itor not, is always 
1 good step” said Matthew Schau, head coach 
of the UW-Stout cross-country team, 

action is taken by the athletes 10 raise 
their iron, the results can improve their perfor 
‘mance. Schauf said, “A one-point increase in 
hemoglobin, a key indicator ofthe amount of 
irom in the blood, ean improve performance by 
up to 3 percent. Ina S km race this could drop 
30 seconds of your time. This can be the dif- 
ference between medaling at conference and 
going to nationals, 

Koss and other competitive female distance 
runners ate at the greatest risk for developing 
this deficiency, These athletes lose substan- 
tial iron through menstruation and smaller 


‘miero bleeding inthe intestines. 
“Ic all add up." said Laura Knudsen, regis: 
tered dietitian and head coach of UW-Stout's 


track-and-field team, 

‘To create a more positive, healthy student- 
athlete experience; Koss, her teammates, her 
coach and UW-Stouts athletic department are 
‘working to identify runners with iron deficien- 
cies and are searching for ways to increase 
their iron und subsequent performance, 

"The frst step in the process to increase iron 
Jevels isto heighten awareness ofthis deficiency 

According to Knudsen, iron deficiency is 


“One of the most common deficiencies in the 
US." However, most people do not kiow they 
have this deficiency. 

UW-Stout is emphasizing the importance 
of getting their female distance runner's irom 
checked so that a baseline level ean he estab- 
lished for each runner. According to Schauf, 
“This is important because the standard level 
of iron, as indicated by research, is less impor- 
tant than learning an individeal’s personal norm, 

When an athlete gets their iron checked, 
they need to inform their doctor of their active 
lifestyle and specific iron concerns. Without this 
vital ommunicaton, a competitive runner might 
be tod that their iron is normal when, in reality, it 
‘snot appropriate for heir aetve lifestyle, 

‘To rase awareness, Schauf asked Knudsen 
togivea presentation on this topic atthe begin- 
ning of the cross-country season, Koss found 
the information helpful, but said, “I didn't 
think it was that big ofa deal. I thought that's 
rot going happen tome: I'ma healthy eater.” 

However, this deficiency became allstoo- 
real asthe season progressed. 

“After the beginning three weeks’ 
"1 got sick and my body wasn't works 
practices and races were getting worse 

Koss hegan to experience many of the clas- 
sic symptoms of iron deficiency, including 
lightheadedness, a weakened immune system, 
1s well as mental fatigue and physical fatigue 
These symptoms can occur on and off the

course asthe body struggles to transport ox~ 
sen to where itis needed. 

In late September, Koss and her teammates 
scheduled an appointment to get their iron 
levels tested 

“It was pretty nuts.” Koss admitted about 
hher results as she looked over the letter from 
the health center again 
which is an indicator of iron, was at 6 ng/dl 
According to Knudsen, the recommended 
level for a female distance runner is 50 ng) 
dlto 150 ngidl 

So Koss began the second slep in her process 
of raising her iron levels: a change in lifestyle 
‘Tori her iron, she began to focus on chang- 
ing her diet and including an iron supplement 
in her daily routine. 

While there are many food options that are 
rich in iron, Knudsen emphasized three main 
‘ones: meat, beans, and fortified cereal 

“A college diet can be high risk,” Knudsen 
said, Without theirparents home-cooked meas, 
‘many college students eat diets that are high in 
carbobydates. These food items are cheap and 
easy to store, but they are not high sources of ron 

Nonetheless, Koss is devoted to making 
healthy choices, “I find myself looking at food 
Iabels like: “How much irons in here?" 

Koss is alsa boosting her ion with the 
help of an over-the-counter iran supplement. 
According to Schauf, the average female 
rceds 18 mg of iron per day, but the average 
distance runner needs around 60 mg, depend- 
ing on their weight, This is challenging con- 
sidering a thrce-ounce sirloin only contains 2.9 
img of iron, 

Im the end, said Knudsen, there is only so 
much an athlete can do to raise thei irom and 
itmprove their performance, 

“Time,” said Knudsen, “it just takes time: 
‘Afier making these lifestyle changes, it 
takes about four weeks to hegin feeling beter

‘When living in Menomonie, there is one is- 
sue that everyone agrees on—that the algae, 
Which is known to grow wild especially in 
the late summer months in Lake Menomin, is 
1 problem, What everyone doesn't agree on, 
however, is exacly how it should be removed 
from the lake 

Last week, Mayor Randy Knaack proposed 
an idea tothe city council tallow him to have 
8 fundraiser to help lean up the lake and for 
them to help hien raise the funds fr this pro 
ect. The council members and other citizens of 
Menomonie, however, weren't supportive. 

“At this point, there are alot more questions 
than answers. Does this mechanical removal 
break open cells and actually release more 
toxins? These are questions 
that we have and also thatthe 
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MeGovern, biology professor at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. 

Knaack worked on algae removal last sum- 
‘mer, adding that it was successful in the pas. 
Having grown up in Menomonie, he remem- 
bers the days when the beaches were open and 
the lake was clean enough to swim in, which 
is the state he hopes the lake ean return to in 
the future, 

“Lam going to be foreed to do a fundraiser 
‘on my own to raise the money forthe algae re- 
‘moval machine, We're going to get some big 
sponsors to help us get the lake cleaned up. 
‘To really do it, we're going to need around 
$500,000," said Knack 

De. McGovern believes that there are other 
‘options for removing the algae. The plan that 
he city council is calling for is that they study 
the algae more looking into hidden costs re- 


garding the removal of the cyanobacteria, 
(Other removal processes include treating it in 
place, which consists of precipitating the ntri- 
‘ents and killing the cyanobacteria in the water 
using ecologically safe chemicals. Another op- 
tion is manipulating the plants and animals in 
the lake. Adding more predator fish is a sug- 
gestion from Dr. Zimmer, who isa professor at 
the University of St. Thomas. More predator 
fish will eat smaller fish, which eat even small 
cr aquatic animals such as daphnia, which eat 
‘eyanobacteria. A subsequent increase in 00- 
plankton means cleaner water. In addition, 
planting more native aquatic plants, will help 
precipitate the nutrients in the sediment and 
providing zooplankton a place to hide, Dr. Me~ 
Govern believes these are all options the com 
‘mittee should consider

‘more information than I can give them With- 
out going out there, harvesting this plan and 
getting that into our hands, I have to prove to 
them that I can remove the algae properly. ls 
almost like the proof isin the pudding, but 1 
need to get the pudding firs,” said Knaack. 

Knaack also said that he needs all the sup- 
port he can get and that the more people that 
help and volunteer, the quicker someone will 
‘come up with an even better idea of how to get 
the jab done,

Department of Labor iss high-voltage elects 
system facility Iris used to switch generators, 


equipment, and circuits or lines in and out of 
system, 

UW-Stout has its own substation to he more 
efficient. According to ABB Inc. a leader in 
power and automation technologies, high volt 
‘ges going through a substation closer to whe 
the energy will he consumed will have signifi 
cant efficiency improvements. 

“It all boils down to BTU efficiency.” said 


According to Zenon Smolarek, Assistant Di- 
rector of the UW-Stout Physical Plant 

BTL stands for British Thermal Units, 

‘As defined by the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), “Energy consumption data 
collected as broad national averages, were ex: 
amined for housing location, type, and trans- 
portation variables and translated into BTUs of 
‘energy in order to ilustrate the relative differ 
ences in energy consumption 

In order to obtain BTU efficiency, each 
building will have individual meters that 
‘will monitor monthly energy 
consumption 


Not only will this he more sustainable, it will 
also lower costs during peak energy prices.

What has the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout done to help 
combat against the buying of 
bottled water? 

- The Environmental Sustain- 
ability office has launched an *! 
Love Tap Water" campaign to 
start informing students, faculty 
and staff that tap water is safe 

to drink, healthier and more 
‘economical. During Campus 
Sustainability Day, anyone who 
attends the events gets a free “I 
Love Tap Water’ stainless stee! 
waterbottle. These can be pur- 
chased at the UW-Stout Book- 
store, and hopefully soon also 
available for purchase at the din- 
ing services carts; this way there 
will be more publicity and people 
will purchase these bottles over 
the single-use bottles.

“Weather in the mid-40s made people want 
to come out to watch hockey” said Boeck- 
mann, With the warm weather, though, well- 
being was the main issue 

“We try to keep the rinks safe forthe safety 
of the players." ssid Ryan Roth. “The rinks 
started to crack and it got sloppy: There were 
ripples and holes in the ice so maintenance 
‘wa key for welfare of players and spectators 

Te took more than two weeks to prepare and 
the staf members bad to pull an all-nighter 
the night before the event. “The night be 
fore is usually hectie because you might find 
something wrong,” said staff member and 
referee, Cale Yerigan. 

In years past, around 10 teams competed 
in the tournament, but this year there were 
16, the most ever competing in the tourna- 
‘ment, Double-elimination was the forma 
‘with losing teams going into the eonsola- 
tion bracket. 


‘N's not too intense" said Yerigan, “There 
are good players but even people with litle ex- 
perience come and havea good time.” (Scores 
ranged from two to three goals from one team 
and up to 15 goals for ther teams.) 

The rules for the tournament are fairly 
easy to follow. For the most part, the rules 
include: ao checking, the puck can't go 
above the knees and no shooting until a 
player is across the centerline 

“Most of the teams are made up of students 
from UW-Stout, but there was a tear from lowa 
‘State University that drove more than four hours 
from Ames, lowa forthe tournament 

‘We're friends with students from UW 
and they invited us to come play some pond 
hockey, tke a litle break from school and havea 
good time." sid Anthony Campbell, a member of 
the team fom lowa State University. 


“Tm from Iowa; we wrestle and that's 
about i,” said Campbell. “But we do play in- 
tramurals at school so we decided to come up 
to improve our skills and see what we could 
do.” Even though the team finished 0-2, it 
‘vas about coming to support their friends 
and having a good time. 

“We got [beaten] 15-2 in our frst game but it 
was prety cool and I had a good time,” Camp- 
bell said, “They dida’t shove it our faces; those 
‘guys were goad and could have beaten us by 
25, but they didn't, We had a good time.”

“It was more competitive this year and th 
ice conditions were worse than in years past, 
said Dino Beaton, a junior at UW-Stout and a 
member of Thundet Down Under 

Had they los, they would have had to play 
Square Wheels again because of the tourna- 
rent format. “We were so tired that we didn't 
‘want to play again,” said Beaton, “Having the 
‘same guys forthe past three years help, too.” 

‘After the win, Beaton hopes ta be back next 
‘year to defend the title. “Every year we think 
fof it as an investment to get our money back,” 
Beaton said. “I owe the win to the team, and 
‘we're coming back next year swinging, jst 
hope it's litle bit colder.

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Is Google the next Big Brother?

Access ta information is essential to our 
modern lives. Our society thrives because 
we can almost instantly find answers to any 
of our questions. One company, more so 
than any other, lead us fingertips-first into 
this new era: Google. 

In 2010, Google Executive Chairman Eric 
Schmidt said, “Every two days humans ere- 
ate as much information as we did from the 
dawn of man through 2003." That is a pro- 
digious amount of information, and Google 
i the gatekeeper. 

Besides being a search engine, Google 
also offers phones, email services, a s0- 
cial network, document sharing software, 
Youtube and a number of other subsidiary 
services. So, what would happen if Google 
abruptly shutdawa? Modern life itself would 
change. We, the people, depend on Google. 

On March 1, 2012, Google is enacting 
its new privacy policy. It claims that it is 
doing this to unify all of its services under 
one document, instead of having a different 
document for each (service). C 
Lying to make it simple for ws. The prob- 
lem, however, is that simplicity often leads 
to ambiguity; ambiguity isn't necessarily 
ideal when it comes to legal documents 

For example, Google likes to emphasize 
the word “may” in its privacy policy. In re- 
gards to location information, their policy 
states, “When you use a location-enabled 
Google service, we may collect and pracess 
information about your actual location, like 
GPS signals sent by a mobile device. We 
may also use various technologies to de- 


termine location, such as sensor data from 


your device that may, for example, provide 
information on nearby Wi-Fi access points 
and cell towers 
To sum it up, Google “may” track you. 
What other information can they col- 
lect? Their privacy policy mentions quite 
4 few things: your search que 
ries, your phone number, 
the phone number of 
people who have 
called you, 
and dates’ of 


calls, duration 
of calls, SMS rout- 
ing information, types of call, 
your IP address, device event 
information (such as system ac- 
tivity and hardware settings) and the 
list goes on 

Google does stat 


:, however, that they 


‘won't share any “sensitive personal infor 
mation” with “companies, organizations or 
individuals outside of Google” without your 
consent, It defines “sensitive personal in- 
formation” as “a particular category of per 

sonal information relating to confidential 


PStouonia medical facts 

racial or ethnic ori- 

gins, political or religious 

beliets or sexuality.” Oddly enough, this 

doesn't include any of the personal informa- 
tion included in the previous paragraph, 


‘The privacy policy also provides a state- 
ment about accessing and updating your 
personal information. Ready for some more 
ambiguity? “Whenever you use our ser 
vices, we aim to provide you with access 10 
your personal information, If that informa- 
tion is wrong, we strive to give you ways to 
update it quickly or to delete it — unless we 
Ihave to keep that information for legiti- 
mate business or legal purposes. 

The question here is, what quali- 
fies as a legitimate business purpose? 
Google is an information-collecting 
company, so it would seem like aI 

gitimate business practice to colle 

‘as much information as possible. 

Anyway, the document doesn't 
elaborate on a “legitimate busi- 
ness purpose” but it does comment 
fon legal reasons. These are fairly 
straightforward and common in 
privacy policies 

foogle is 


‘our generation's 
Gutenberg Printing Press, It al- 
lows us to share and discover infor- 
ration in a revolutionary new way 
Because we're living during this 
revolution, we don't readily see how it 
is affecting the long-term impact on hu- 
rmanity and how we communicate. It's hard 
to overstate its significance. Really 
With something this momentous, how- 
ever, i is important ta monitor the details 
There's no reason to be paranoid, but ev- 
eryone should have a basic understanding 
of the company's policies that is funda- 
mentally changing everything, 
What will Google do with all of this 
information that they plan to collect? We 
have yet to find out

Conference realignment has been one ofthe

affecting Division IL teams as well, schools 
that do not offer athletic scholarships. 

‘The Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic Con- 
ference (WIAC) has announced that its mens’ 
and womens’ ice hockey teams, five schools 
within the University of Wisconsin System, 
will be leaving the Northern Collegiate Hock= 
fey Association to compete within the WLAC 
starting in the 2014-15 academic yeer, leaving 


St, Scholastica and the defending Division IL 
men's champions, St. Norbert, as the only two 


schoo lft in the NCHA, 

WIAC made the announcement at this time to 
sive all curent NCHA institutions the opport- 
rity to seek out future conference alignments 

“The decision to leave the NCHA was dif 
ficult because of the history and success of 
the league,” said WIAC Commissioner Gary 
Karner, adding that financial challenges and 
the composition of the NCHA were among the 
‘main concerns that led tothe decision 


“We (WIAC) recognize that our decision to 
withdraw from the NCHA will have a profound 
impact on the futute of that conference. Out of 
respect for the non-WIAC member institutions 
ffthe NCHA, we hd no interest in leaving the 
conference without providing sufficient notice 
and itis our intention to engage in a dialogue 
‘over the next two years that will ensure the vi- 


ability of Division III men's and women's ice 
hackey inthe upper Midwest for many years to 
come,” said Karner. 

In an interview with Fox 11 of Green Buy, 
Kamer said that travel costs, combined with 
having to manage two conferences, led to the 
unanimous vote to withdraw from the NCHA.

When Danielle Thuemling eame tothe Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout far the Applied 
Science program, she had ker heart set on a 
career in the medical field. Instead, however, 
she is performing original research on hon- 
ceybees, turning the heads of entomologists 
across the nation. 

Although most UW. 
not give a second thought to honeybees, 
Thueraling and her academic advisors have 
targeted a parasite that is causing problems in 
honeybee colonies nationwide. Their hape is 
to-control the mite infestation and to toubl 
shoot a component cause of colony collapse 
disorder (CCD), a devastating eceurrence that 
cradicates complete colonies. 

The problem is that parasitic mites weaken 
the bees, This particular parasite feeds on the 
bees’ hemolymph—the equivalent of blood— 
and significantly shortens their lifespan, In ad 
dition, the mites, like many parasites, transmit 
‘number of deadly diseases, 

Honeybees, as pollinators, play a funda 
mental role in agriculture and horticulture.

History of Comic Books - The Highlights

‘Comie hooks hold an important role and 
place in pop culture, perhaps duc to the 
popularity of super heraes: it wasn't al- 
‘ways like this, however, and comic books 
have their own detailed and rich bistory 
‘While the story of how comic books rose 
‘out of the 90s and then settle in to what 
they are today would require a book in 
itself, the bare essentials areas follows, 

‘Comie books emerged from three ms 
jor parts ofthe world: the United States, 
Europe and Japan. In the United States, 
cami hooks came out of comic strips 
that appeared in newspapers around the 
late 19th century. The first comic book 
to appear ina form close to what we 4ee 
today was i 1933-34 period. Atthe time, 
the major popular release was known 
as “Famous Funnies", which, as ean be 
imagined, was a 16-page book that con 
tained comic strips similar to what had 
previously only been seen in newspa- 
pers, This is known among comic book 
historians as the “proto-comie book" or 
“platinum age.” Things had finally be 
‘gun for the medium that would later be 
known as comie books. 

‘The next major “age” for comics, 
known asthe golden age, was considered 
to have been around the late 1930s to early 
1050s, This was the age where superhero com- 
jes made their debut, Some ofthe most famous 
superheroes that exist today as popculture 
fons, such as Batman, Superman, Captain 
‘America and Wonder-Woman al came into ex- 
istence during this time. The beginning of the 
golden age of comics is actually attributed t0 
‘Supertan’s fist appearance in Action comics, 
issue No.l 

It was the ereation of Superman that made 
comic books into a major industry. The char- 
acter of Superman really resonated with audi- 
fences at the time, ashe fs considered by many 


scholars to have been based on the biblical 
story of Christ adapted for the current age 
Regardless of why Superman did so well, he 
‘went an to not anly eneate the comic books in- 
dustry, but also pave the way for other super 
hero comics, such as Batman, Wonder- Woman, 
Green Lantern, the Human Torch (yes, the Hu- 
rman Torch pre-dated the Fantastic Four) and 
Captain America 

‘The other major advent of the golden age, 
was that comic books also became recognized 
asa mainstream art form, Also interesting t0 
rote, is that World War Il had a significant im- 
pact on comie books, as many of these super 
heroes were featured ia war propaganda 
stories and books ofthe time. 

‘As the second world war eame to a 
lose the popularity of comies saw a sig- 
nificant decline, and witht, many eomie 
book series were cancelled. It was clear 
thatthe comic book industry needed to 
ddo something drastic to get itself out of| 


‘came in large strides, but the comic 
‘book easily became a mainstream me- 
dium, Writers like the now infa- 
‘mous Stan Lee and artists like 

Ton Romita, St. made their 

debut in this area and ere- 
tated comic ooks that 
featured more intricate 

‘and complex. stories 
and characters. While 
Stories in the main 
complex and inerest- 
ing, controversial or 
violent topics were 
mostly avoided due to 
system known as the 
“Comics Code AU 
thority” that sought 
to regulate comics.

To examine whether electronic textbooks 
tare feasible at UW-Stout inthe future, a eom- 
mittee consisting of Assistant Vice Chancellor 
Dr, Jackie Weissenburger, Chief of Informa- 
tion Officer Doug Wabi, Library Director Bill 
Johnston and others, including faculty rep 
sentation, ane deliberating traling a couple 
classes inthe fall of 2012 with an e-book pit 

“We ate doing this to get an idea of what 
the students and faculty think and to give us 
1 chance to try different companies that pro 
vide them, so we can determine what's best for 
Stout," suid Butterfield.

However, some downfalls with the current 
program include: waiting in line for text rent- 
als, late books fees, damage fees, carrying 
around heavy books and outdated e-books do 
not pose these issues. “Companies are trying to 
make e-books as compatible as possible, so you 
can have it on your Mac, PC, your smart phone 
or iPad," said Butterfield.”

The 
medication take-buck event is a way for lo- 
cal residents to properly dispose their un- 
wanted or unused medication ta rid homes 
of potentially dangerous substances without 
damaging the water supply. Typically, med- 
ications recommend a method of disposal, 
often to be flushed down a drain, but this is 
not necessarily the best option, 

‘According to the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA), “Most drugs can be thrown. 
in the household trash, but consumers 
should take certain precautions before tossing 
them out; ew drups should be flushed down 
the toilet” 

Tn audition 1o advocating proper disposal 
the take-back event is also a preventative 
program, 

“Ic i also & preventative program to dis 
pose of medications-for safety reasons,” 
Said Alcohol and Other Drug Program As- 
sistant Max Perkins. 

‘As stated by the FDA, “Drugs such as 
powerful narcotic pain relievers and other 
controlled substances carry instructions for 
flushing to reduce the danger of ui 
tional use or overdose and illegal abuse, 

‘The medication take-back event is 
simed to help with the proper disposal 
for these reasons, 

Participants are encouraged 10 
bring their unwanted tablets oF 
capsules in sealed bags, and liquids 
in their original containers to prevent 
leaks. Personal information on 


medication should be blacked out 
to ensure privacy. Over the counter 
‘medications will also be accepted,

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The larger significance of the death of Trayvon Martin: 
The black male is at war with society

The death of Trayvon Martin has stirred 
something inside many of us; it feels differ. 
ent, it feels outrageous out of the ordinary. 
But when we reflect and think about i for @ 
‘moment, the death of a young black male by 
the gun is not a new story, For as much as 
‘Trayvon was killed by George Zimmerman, 
hie could have been equally likely to die at 
the hands ofa police officer, or another black 
brother. The black male is t war with society 
He is fighting an inner war of identity with 
himself and an outer war of anger and misun- 
derstanding with society. 

The black male is a soul in search of an 
identity. Too often the father figure is missing 
from our lives, and this is true forall classes 


of black men from the President ofthe United 
States down to the brother living in Atlanta's 
urban ghettos. Those fathers that are around 
often ful to produce a positive image that is 
‘worth emulating. Alternatively, to fill this 
void, black males are fed these selP-lefeat- 
ing images of the “thug” or “gangster”: the 
“hard” black male who sells drugs, belongs to 
a gang, is hyper aggressive and does not par- 
ticipate in society. It's either that or be a rap- 
per or athlete, both of which are not realistic 
for the black masses as a whole. Put simply 
the black male struggles to find a consistent 
and realistic role model in his life with whieh 


to emulate 
The killing of Trayvon Martin feels dif. 
ferent because he was a well-loved boy with 
4 promising future who was not looking for 
‘rouble, His father’s resilience and strength ia 
the wake of his son's murder speaks tohis role 
as his father. He [Trayvon] looks innocent in 
his picture smiling brightly and seems to have 
‘been on a good path despite his suspension 
from school for marijuana. The fact that he 
was killed in a gated community by a man 
who appears white has fucled the outrags 
Ie Trayvon had been killed by another black

mun in the inner city, he would probably be 
just another stain on the concrete 

‘The problem with this tragedy is we are 
highlighting the wrong issue. The fact that 
Zimmerman appears white, although he is 
biracial, allows us to point towards racism 
as the cause instead of acknowledging the 
broader conflict of war he black male is fight- 
ing against society that is claiming our sons 
‘one way oF another. What should he the real 


focus of this case is destructive war being 


between society and the black mal 
We need to ask ourselves why so many young 
brothers goto jail, join 

gangs, sell drugs, become 
unemployed or become vie~ 
tims of gun erimes! 


Moving forward.

the problem, The deaths 
of four] young black men 
are, for the most part, not 
due to a hidden racism or 
aan aggressive police state 
Black males are coming in 
contact with destructive 
forces and fighting against 
themselves and against s0- 
ciety.

down a dark path, but we can change it. First, 
we mst be fathers, Not just being in our son's

image and express your emotions. Educate

(On March 22, Cadet lan Dah led cadets in 
two scenarios to simulate situations they may 
encounter oversens and also to test otber ca 
det’ leadership abilities in these situations. 

The first scenario was to show how to deal 
with the media on the battlefield, where some- 


limes nosy reporters from the Stoutonia or 
‘ther major news organizations ean cause 
problems. By not moving tactically, @ re- 
porter could give away a squad’ postion oF 
‘walk into a known enemy location. To keep 
the reporter safe-—and from interfering with 
the mission—the cadets had to inform the 
media tha the area was not safe. Cadets also 
ask reporters for any information about the 
area that may be helpful tothe mission, 
Since a reporter could also be a spy, or 
accidently disclose classified informatio, 
cadets are kept from disclosing information 
about the mission, information about them- 
selves, or anything about the equipment that 


the long run,” said Dain, "The soldiers are 
there forthe well being of not only them- 
selves, but the well being of other.” 

The other scenario cadets went through 
‘was how to react to an improvised explosive 
device (IED), Simulation IEDs were hidden 
along a path cadets were traveling on. Aer 
finding the IED, they cleared the area and 
called up Explosives Ordinance Disposal 
(EOD). Keeping a sharp eye and knowing 
the common tricks used by bomb makers is. 
the key to completing this exercise 

“Our cadre stressed to us after im the 
‘After Action Review (AAR) that when de 
ployed, they've witnessed an entire unit 
‘waiting for hours on end, even entire days, 
‘waiting for EOD to come in and take care of 
an IED,” said Dahm, “By taking ownership 
of the IED, you ereate precautionary mea-

sures fo protect innocent civilians, children,

‘These exercises not only get cadets ready 
far leading soldiers in the US. Army, but get 
them prepared for Leadership Development 
and Assessment Course (LDAC) which is a 
courte that i used to rate cadets after their 
junior year. At LDAC they will go through & 
‘month long field exercise that will test them on 
all the things that they learn at their weekly labs 
at UW-Stout.

After one year and 12 days of remodeling, 
the Memorial Student Center opened to its 
students in late January. The building's Grand 
Opening took place over the week of April 16 
and was full of events and activities: including 
BINGO, free ice-cream, caricature drawing, 
live musi and food samples.

“Nothing truly meaningful and worth pur- 
sing is not without quite a bit of sacrifice,” 
said Witucki during his speech, 


Witucki gave thanks and acknowledged 
many of the people involved in the eight-year 
project to renovate the building. In his specch, 
hhe quoted retired student center director, Bill 
Siedleck, who said, “Student centers should be 
constructed with Legos” 

Witucki went on to say, “Bill is suggesting 
that Legos would make the ideal building ma- 
terial because they would allow for maximum 
flexibility. Well Bill, 'm sorey to report that 
Legos sill haven't made the Division of State 
Facilites’ list of approved building materi- 
als. But Bill does highlight a very important 
reality in student center desiga und operation. 
Flexibility is critical; the target is always mov 
ing. The needs ofthe eampus community can 
vary wildly on a single day, andthe needs and 
interest of eurrent students change from year 
to year.

‘campus’ previous student center projects. The 
data was analyzed, synthesized and theorized. 
‘The projeet-planning committee was then giv 
cen a challenge: create a Vision Statement and

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SMOKING MAY BECOME EVEN MORE

In April 2009, students from the Stout Stu- 
dent Association sponsored referendum ashe 
ing students ifthey wanted to ban smoking on 
campus. “Over two-thirds of students voted to 
ban smoking on campus, which was the largest 
turnout ever in a student governmental ele 

tion on campus.” said Director of University 
Communications Doug Wabl. Shortly after 
the smoking ban on campus was approved, & 
bam of all tobaeca products on campus was ap- 
proved as well. On Sept. 1, 2010 University of 
Wisconsin-Stout became complctely tobaceo- 
free; this action was a result of students in 


the Stout Student Association taking concern 
for the campus’ environment and people's 
health. However, even though the campus has 
1 tobacco-free policy, some have been caught 
violating the policy and causing distress forthe 
people who are in compliance with the policy 
Since there aren't any consequences for viola 
ing the policy, some people continue to dis- 
obey it, Recently, UW-Stout has been alleged 
to have started issuing fines to students and 
faculty who violate the tobacco policy. 

(On the morning of Friday, March 18, UW- 
Stout held teleconference with two campus

attorneys for the UW system legal staf. “The 
intent of it was to find out what authority we 
had under University of Wisconsin system Ad- 
‘ministrative Code Chapters 17 and 18 to use 
an internal campus process to increase compli 
lance with our tubacco-free eampus initia 
said Wahl. The staff in attendance at the meet- 
ing were: Director of University Communiea- 
tions, Doug Wahl; interim Vice Chancellor for 
Administrator of Student Life Serviees, Phil 
Lyons; Dean of Students, Joan Thomas; Direc- 
torof Health and Safety, lames Uhlir; and Po- 
Tice Chief, Lisa Walter. 

According 10 the attorneys, UW-Stout 
doesn't have the ability to use Chapters 17 and 
18 to impose a fine on the order of « parking 
ticket or something of the same nature, but 
do have the authority to impose a fine on an 
action that would be a civil forfeiture; how- 
ever, this would have to go through the Dunn 
County Circuit Court. “The problem with it is 
that even though we have the authority 40 set 
4 fine at a fair amount, it has to go to cout 
‘when that happens, there are all sorts of fees 
and surcharges that will be added that we don't 
have any control over. It will probably push the 
fine toa range of $260, which isa lot af money 
for violating a tobweco-free campus policy 
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said Wabl. “I's something the chancellor isn't 
‘comfortable with and leaders of Stout Stadent 
Association aren't comfortable with” 

Tn attempt to avoid an uncontrolled major 
fine, the school has decided to start a plat pro- 
‘gram in the fall with tobaceo-free campus mon- 
itors. “We aren't saying people cannot smoke, 
they just can't smoke on campus,” said Wahl. 
‘The monitors will be wearing attire to repre 
sent themselves as monitors and will approach 
‘anyone who is seen violating the tobacco-fre 
‘campus policy. The people will be addressed 
that the campus is tobacco-free and will be 
asked to dispose of their tobacco product oF 
to leave campus while they continue using i 
“There's lot of evidence that shows a signifi- 
‘cant amount of students who leave campus as 
smokers, do not come here as regular smokers; 
they start smoking in college.” said Wabi. If 
the monitors aren't enough to get the peaple 
fon the campus to comply, then UW-Stout may 
have to look ito fines again in the future. “The 
monitors are like our interim process to sce iit 
helps people comply." said Wahl. If we do have 
to resort to fines in the future, there are other 
things we could do before issuing one, such as 
issuing a warning, but it seems thatthe major- 
ity does comply with our eurrent policy

“After managing for about two years, N 
than graduated, we got married and then we 
moved to Austin, Texas.

There are four Acoustic Café locations: the 
‘one in Menomoni 1u Claire, Wis. 
‘one in Winona, Mina. and one in Northfield, 


Minn. The Eau Claire and Winona stores are 
still owned by ther original owners, while the 
Northfield location is still owned by Greg 
Heyman 

“One ofthe reasons I think we stay so busy. 
is our location,” said Wilder. “Being on the 
comer of Broadway and Main is a huge asset 
to us as most of our business comes frm stu- 
dents and faculty at Stout and from employees 
‘of local businesses. It alsa helps that we make 
4 point of keeping ur prices low. We are not 
trying to become millionaires here, we just

‘The food at Acoustic ig mainly purchased 
from Sysco, a national food distributor, but the 
Wilders strive to buy locally as much as pos- 
sible. The honey in the bread comes from a bee 
farmer in Eau Claire, Wis., while the eaffee is 
roasted in small batches in an antique roaster in 
Elmwood, Wis, 

‘By trying to get things locally” said Wild- 
cx, “I believe we are supporting our own eom- 
‘munities rather than a huge corporation, les 
important to Nathan and I to try to support 
the amazing things this area as to offer rather 
than some faceless entity.” 

‘Along with food products from local sellers, 
Acoustic Café offers musical performances by

My NEF Experience

‘The construction department at the Uni 
verity of Wisconsin-Stout paired with the 
NAWLA Education Foundation (NEF) to offer 
‘course that i a great fit for students in abroad 
range of majors. By enrolling in this course, 
students qualify for an intern opportunity with 
NAWLA members, In fact, to qualify for the 
internship, a student must complete this dhree- 
credit intensive course focused on the lumber, 
‘building material and supply chain. 
The course consisted of 


jectures, field trips 
and case studies. The first day of the course 
‘started with a bref introduction related to the 
‘course requirements and schedules, Welearned 
about forest ecology, ecosystem services, for- 
fests succession and forest regeneration under 
natural and managed scenarios. Additional 
lectures were given on forest management and 
harvesting, including forest certification. Later 
inthe aflernoon, ye went fora field trip to the 
school forest in. Bjornson Education-Recre- 
ation Center. The center had 443 acres of land 
and we were accompanied by a local forester 
‘who hs extensive knowledge on forestry. We 
‘observed the principles of forest ecology forest, 
‘management and harvesting. The property was 
‘a mix of northern hardwoods (maple, oak, ash 
‘hasswood, yellow and white birch) and conif= 
crous plantations (red and white pine, spruce) 
‘with stands of poplar. Their forest manage- 
‘ment plan included selecting hardwood cuts, 
thinning pine plantation strands, cutting as- 
pen, regenerating oak and improving timber 
stand projects. 

(On the second day, we went fora two-hour 
virtual field trip to the Andersen Windows 


in Bayport, Minn. We were able to look at 
step-by-step processes where several home 
projects were in progress by top builders 
Andersen Windaws uses 98 percent of their 
raw materials and develops long-lasting 
Products that have a minimal adverse effect 
fn the environment, Over 70 percent oftheir 
‘wood is sourced from forests verified by the 
Forest Stewardship Council and the Sustain- 
able Forestry Initiative. 

‘The third day included a tour of Weekes For- 
est Products, a major stocking wholesaler. We 
toured their re-load center and learned about 
a wide variety of lumber, panels, engineered 
‘wood, industrial products and related specialty 
building products. Our next destination was 
the Viking Forest Products located in Eden 
Prairie, Minn, distributors of OSB, plywood 
and sofRwood lumber products, Viking busi- 
ness model stresses a reliable supply of the 
right produc, ata fair price. They also gave 
us some hands on work experience with the 
customer, which everyone thoroughly enjoyed. 

‘Our next stop was at Silverwood Park Visi- 
tor’s Center located in St. Anthony, Minn. The 
main purpose of the building is to showcase 
and promote sustainability while reducing 
day-to-day operating costs; the building is a 
2009 Woodworks Design Award winner for 
their innovative structural use of wood. Next 


we went to Bethel University in Arden Hills, 
Minn., and explored the George Brushaber 
Commons building which has a 6,500 square 
foot green roof that incorporates a water re- 
tention system. We learned about their use of 
glulam beams, purlins and wood decks that 
gives the place a warm appeal and timeless 
aesthetic, We also learned about the challenges 
faced in constructing this space, necessitating 


the design of two-way cantilevered roof fram- 
ing that extended outside of the building env 
lope, This building is alsa a 2009 Woodworks 
Design Award winner for innovative structural 
tse of wood, 

During last two days ofthe course, most of 
four time was spent in the classroom learning 
bout the various aspects ofthe lumber busi- 
ness. The basics of logistics and supply chain 
management were taught in terms af wood and 
building materials. We had discussions based 
fom the current issues that are prevalent in the 
corporate world and the importance of having 
industry associations. Construction systems 
and wood use in non-residential construction 
area was our facus in a clase comprising most 
ly of construction and engineering majors. We 
learned about evolving markets for wood-de 
rived energy and bio-chemicals. A discussion 
with various members of the eareer panel was 
held at the end of the course; these profes- 
sionals shared their life stories und their paths 
towards the lumber industry. It was inspiring 
because each of us could relate to what they 
said. At the end, we had the chance to ask each 
panelist questions 

Overall, this course has provided students 
with a perfect platform that inspires ws to get 
involved in the lumber industry. I have very 
positive impressions of the course and the in- 
dustry. My major is Business Administration 
with an emphasis on Supply Chain Manage: 
‘ment/Quality Management, and [have always 
been curious to learn more about logistics of 
lumber: from logging, to readiness for use in 
construction, to wood pulp for paper produc- 
tion, Recent graduates are not fariias With the 
lumber business or the opportunites in it, but 
this industry offers a wide range of profession- 
al opportunities in both private and public see- 
tors. Its a malt-billion dollar industry tht is 
both high-tech and environmentally conscious 


‘The wide focus of the professional training — 
‘with its emphasis on organization and manage- 
‘ment ~offers extensive job opportunites inside 
the lumber industry. There are many possibili- 
fies for further professional development as 
‘graduates can progress to higher management 
positions within few years ofexperience. Stu- 
dents, like me, have the opportunity to work at 
4 variety of companies, contributing in areas 
such as accounting and finance, marketing and 
sales, management, engincering and logistic 
‘operations. This five-day course has given me 
an opportunity 10 work with NAWLA as their 
‘marketing intern, which isa big achievement 
‘Contig rom a business background with hile 
knowledge about the lumber industry, I now 
have the chance to learn more about this indas- 
try from those who know best, 

As far as recruiting students to this in- 
dustry is eoncerne 


|, companies are respon- 
sible for promoting the lumber industry and 
provide career awareness for the students 
‘who are graduating or have graduated. In 
this sector, surveys continually show that 
there are more jobs available than there are 
‘graduates to fill them in this sector. Com= 
panies have to seek top, qualified students 
‘who will he motivated and excited to con- 
tribute 10 businesses within the industry 
Brand positioning is one of the strategies 
that the companies facus on, which involves 
selling the company’s values to prospective 
job seekers, Companies hold seminars and 
‘educational conferences so that they can 
have better communication and feedback 


‘with the students. Career fairs are one of the 
‘most important events in college and com- 
panies attend these fairs to interaet with the 
students, By providing career awareness and 
‘opportunities related to the forest product, 
industry, programs like the NEF are bless-

Chancellor Sorensen and I have at least one 
thing in common: we've both seen an increase 
in the number of students smoking on eam- 
pus. The problem, though, is that the Univer 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout has a campus 
ban on smoking,

‘Storylonds" got its start when Ed 
Jakober got together with the Wiscon- 
sin Educational Communications Board

show, The primary goal ofthe series was 
to teach reading strategies to children, Some 
‘ofthe show'stiles inelude 
prehension Strategies,”

(One of the interesting aspects of 
the series is that al welve episodes 
‘were filmed at once and then, after 
all the filming was done, the erew 
went back and edited the episodes, 
as opposed to filming one episode, 
editing i, filming another episode, 
editing it, and so forth.

You've probably walked or driven past the 
Louis Smith Tainter House numerous times. 
Its obvious thatthe building is old, but how 
‘old? Who built i And what was it used for? 

Frank Kennett, a former University of Wis- 
cconsin-Stout professor and local historian, bas 
‘much to say about the history of this iconic 
campus landmark, 

“In 1889-1890 it was constructed, by the 
same architect who built the Mabel Tainter 
Theater,” said Kennett. “The house itself 
was a gift from Captain Andrew Tainter to 
his son Louis and his wife, Effie. It cost 
875,000 t0 build.”

t's a mental thing; if you're thinking about 
how you're not going to do good, then you're not 
going to doas well as you can,” said Anderson 

Anderson, from Frederic, Wis, went t0 
UW-Stout because it had a grett engine 
program and is currently a junior. Upon gradu- 
sting, Anderson plans to be a designer in the 
ulomotive or construction industry. 

Prior to competing in the decathlon for the 
Blue Devils, however, Anderson was mainly 
doing hurdles, as well as the high jump and the 
tripe jump, 

“In high school I did three or four events 
so I was used to doing those events.” said An- 
dderson. “My freshman year, | had never done 
any other events belore so it took some time to 


learn a few things.” 


“1 was optimistic and | didn’t mind puting 
inthe hours, Coach Laura Kaudsen suggested 
tht try the decathlon, so I said “why not.” 
In just two full years at UW-Stout, that 
Why not?" attitude has turned Anderson into 
the highest scaring decathlete in Blue Devils, 
history. Anderson set a new school record 
with @ score of 6616 points at the University 
‘of Wisconsin-River Falls Invitational on Satur 
clay, April 1, breaking the old record of 6573 
points, set by Leigh Hartert in 1994 

“It just feels good to know that all the hard 
work that 've put in has paid off” said An- 
derson, Even after a record-breaking perfor 
mance, there is still oom for improvement. 

“My best event isthe 400 meters, but I need 
to improve on everything,” said Anderson 

In the classroom, Anderson is a junior, but 
‘nthe field he is only competing in his second 
year of eligibility because he had to sit out his 
freshman year due to injury. It may be ironic 
bot it was during that year off that Anderson 
improved the most 

“L focused on technical events like the 
throws and did alot of pole vault events,” said 
Anderson.
